"Thei^a'is'n' mighty little i^enuiiifl fruit 
extract iu tho .syrups atul ilavor.s of 
coremerce," the choinist of it manufac- 
turing house aaid, pu.shiag a.side glas.s 
jars, strainers ami retorts, so ixa to 
Riako a clear space fur some book.s of 
formulas. "Xaturo's Ilavor.s are both 
weak and costly.; For instance, if you 
sugar down jiiucnpplos or strawberries 
you got a tlelightful natural syruji, but 
your white sugar aloiir will cij.st you 
eighty-eight cents a gallon, and tho 
fruit is expensive asi you know. The 
flavor is just as its proper .strength and 
will not go a great way in flavoring ad- 
ditions to the syrup, and so a .small 
portion of the fruit syrup and essences 
of cominerce have any fruit about them. 
Sraoll this." 

Ho unstopped a vial of this trans- 
parent liquid. It ditlusi'd a strong 
pineapple odor of irritating pungency. 

"That," he said, "is butyric' ether. 
Mi.xed with alcohol, it is the pineapple^ 
oil of conimorcc, and it enters into 
nearly every flavor nianufaeturod and 
into'most perfumes. It is e.\,tracte(l 
from rancid fat. The tallow oil which 
is the basis of artidcial butter will fur- 
nish it. Another prominent ingredient 
of artificial flavors is amyle, which you 
will know better by the name of fusol 
oil. .Some one of it ; comp'^uids go in 
to the manufacture of th(> iluvo;-.s (,f 
pineajiple, strawbeny, ra.sjiljci-rv, iipri- 
cot, pear, orange anil ajijilo. (.'oin- 
pbundajpf methyl, an extraet of coal \ 
tar, are also much used, yueeinio acid, 
obtained from amber; sebacic acid, ex- 
tracted from fat; and bcnzonic, origi 
nally e.Ktracted from a vegetalflc resin, 
but now made from nnphtlialina.a coal- , 
oil product, are also much useil in vari- ' 
oua shapes. Formic acid, another in. 
gredien't, was originally obtained from 
ants, and hence its name i.s derived 
from the Latin word for ant. Jnnnu'", 
but it is now manufacturecl artiln-ially. 
Chloroform goes into some llavnrs, no- 
tably grape essence, and o.-calic acitl 
goes into the bloom of gooseberry, apri- 
cot, lemon and apple. Tartaric acid is 
also largely used. ..Most of these sub- 
stances arc used in the form of ethers, 
and their strength of odor is due to 
their exceeding volatility. " 

".■Vro not such compounds injuri- 
ous !" 

"Not whfii u-^ed .simply fur flavoring 
purposes," was the answi r. '• The rea- 
son why they may be u.sed to imitate 
natural flavors with success is doulA- 
lessduQ to the fact that the flavors of 
the natural fruits are due to their y^res- 
ence. Butyric acid is naturally present 
in the pinea))ple, tartaric; acid in wim-, 
citric acid in lemons, and oxalic acid in 
gooseberries. While artificial flavors 
or esst^nces would bi; ))oisonous, taken 
in large quantities, it does not follow 
that their use as flavors is injitriou.s any 
more than that almonds should not bi' 
eaten because their concentrated ex 
tract is poisonous. As a matter of fact, 
soda water flavors and candy llavor.^ 
are almost invariably artiticial : ami the 
bouquet ami flavor of many a bottle 
wine is due to the vaiious amylic or 
fusel oil ethers." 

" I remember,' he cuntir.ueil. "see- 
ing some time ago an anecilute .■tiiout a 
French wine seller, who said tc) his 
son, 'Always remenilier, my .son, that 
wine may be made out of anything, 
aven grape juiee.' I have thought the 
.same thing often when 1 have drunk 
the sweet cider of commerce. Oi coursi; 
there is sweet cider that is made; from 
apple juice, and it may be kept froiu 
getting hard by the addition oi liisn! 
jihito of lime. J^ut there are iminen.s( 
quantities of sweet cider sold that are 
innocent of ap])le juice, and there are 
plenjiy of receipts for making it, Feo- 
pie"t"h'at know what good orchard cider 
is are not likely to drink much of the 
manufactured cider, and if they did it 
would not hurl them, although I should 
not like to drink cider made from this 
receipt. 

The chemist showed the reporter a 
trado^Geeipt for cider, which called for 
honeyi catechu (fin astringent rosiny, 
alum, yeast, bitter almor.ds, cloves, 
burnt sugar and alcohol. The re- 
ceipt adds:-- "If too sweef, add sul- 
phuric acid to suit the taste." 

Sulphuric acid," he said, "is iMit n 
healthful article of diet, but, as 1 saiil 
before, a thing may be perfectly inimc- 
iioos "in a diluted shape and in very 
small quantity that would bo hurtful 
in a concentrated form. Odd, isn't it, 
that delicate flavors and perfumes 
should conic from the refuse of the 
abattoir and the coal oil distillery !

into the circumstances attending tho 
'ouniiiig of the liouae occupied by John 
Payne, on the Oadboro IJay road, near the 
Willows on the evening of the 7t!i inst. 

Messrs. Chas. J. Phillips (foreman), 
Alixo Casrnave and A. Simpson were tho 
jury.

Davie represented tho Phonix In- 
surance Company; Mr. W. Pollard ap- 
peared on behalf of some of tho creditors 
of John Payne, tho insured party; and 
Mr. M. W. '1'. Drake watched the pro-* 
ccedings on behalf of John Payne. Chief 
Engineer l!(n-da watched tho case in tho 
interest of the public. The following 
evidence was taken : 

John Payne, sworn, and examined by 
Mr. Davie — About two months before the 
lire boc-ime pusaoased of tho property as 
tenant; lived thero with my yide; tho nro 
occurred on the evening of the 7th inst. ; 
a man named Wilson camo and boarded 
with us for about 3); weeks; discovered 
the lire 10 or 15 minutes past?; I was 
then at tho Willows with niy 
wife; left the house at 15 or 'M minutes 
past si.\ in company with my wife and 
little child and 'lom Corbett; loft no one 
in the house; just before wo left the 
house a liutcher named (ieorge left and 
rode towards town; a lighted coal oil 
lamp was left turned down on tho bureau; 
my wife turned it down as I went out; 
there was a deep fireplace and thero was 
lire in it; my wife told Corbett to put 
some bark on it ao that thoro would bo u 
warm room when wo camo back; there 
were no other lights in tho house; did not 
return to the liouse after I loft it; my wife 
and ehild were tho last out of tho house, 
all leaving about togolher; thoro were 
carpets, two bedroom sets bought from 
Mr. Weiler, kitchen and dining room 
furniture, clothing, curtains, fancy work, 
uriiainenta, pictures, table linen, bedding, 
crockoiy and glassware, cutlery, etc., 
making a total value of §1080; insured

her best clotlioson when she left tho house; 
if it was not the lamp don't know how tho 
lire could have occurred; a fruit cake in 
uiie of the trunks w.as make by my wife in 
anticipation of the birth of a baby; wo 
Commenced eating it two weeks before 
the tire; remember my wife saying she 
would take Mrs. Haynes a [liece; my wife 
had i<'M ) of her own money when sho 
c".me here; sho got it in Portland from me; 
never saw Wilson before I met liiiii in 
Victoria; Mr. flreen told ine he was about 
buying the Tableau saloim and had lots of 
money; we always addressed him as 
"Cliarlcy "because he asked lis to call him 
that. 

To Mr. Drake. — When 1 got to the 
house the fire aeemed to be in the front 
rouin ; there were four rooms and a kitch- 
011 ; we had been sitting in the front room; 
broke tho door in and tho blaze was so 
liercc I could not get a trunk oTiT; when I 
went to iiuy the furniture Mr. Weiler 
,s;ud I \voiiKl h'.vu to secure liini for fur- 
niture as he had lost by the Vale tire; 1 
gave liiui a bill of of sale and insured tho 
goods in his name; (witne3.s produced a 
list of goods in tho house at tho time uf 
tho tire, the value being Hot at §1080.) 

Florence Payne, wife of the preceding 
witness, sworn and cxaminetl by Mr. 
Uavio — Had two SlOO greenback bills in 
the house when the tiro occur. cd: these 
Were under the bedroom cariiet: I kept 
them there because I did not wish my 
hnabaiid to spend them; Payne knew I had 
them but did not know where they were 
hidden; I brought them with ine from 
rortland; did not get them here; they 
were sent to me from my mother in East- 
ern Oregon; she made a present of them 
to me; I have earned no money in this 
country; am sure it was §200 exactly; it 
cauie to mo by express; my mother lives 
close to Baker City ; her name is iNIra. 
Bunch; her husband is living; I got iho 
money about live months ago; have had no 
money of my own since ; my luisbaiul has 
had some; tho notes I brought over from 
Portland were the same §200 that I had 
under the c.irpet;haTO never told another 
stury about the S'JCO; don't think I over 
had any coniiiiunicatii.in with Mr. Jellreya; 
never told her that the money had been 
got out of tho bank by my husband und 
had boon given mo to pay a Chinaman 
with; recollect the night of the fire; visit- 
ed tho Willowsthat evening and the even- 
ing before as well; had boon living in the 
house that was burned about two months; 
Friday tho (itii October was the lirst time 
1 had visited the Willows ; was drus3e(; 
the same when I visited tho Willows on 
tho Friday as on the Saturday; exccjit 
the shawl and veil the clothing is tho same 
that I have on now; had a dolni:ui on the 
last night I was there; have seen the list 
of effects my husband has put in; it is cor- 
rect; staid at Bowker's one month; tho 
clothing mentioned in that list was in my 
trunks; had supper about ■! or 5 o'clock; 
my huiband had a quantity of clothing; 
before wo started from tho houso Mr. 
Pay no treated two gentloinon to a drink 
and that was the Last I saw of tho lii|Uiir; 
that's what they call treating, I guess; 
didn't SCO my husband send to tho Wil- 
lows for a bottle of whiskey, but Corbett 
brought a bottle there; Payne made C(jr- 
bett a present of a tapo line; didn't know 
what became of the bottle; I told Mr. 
Payiio I would go tu tho Willows too if 
ho went because the Chinese had been 
about the house making threats; the cake 
we used tlie day of the fire was not the 
one I had put away in the trunk; Mr. 
Payne bought it in town; gave Mrs. 
Haynes a piece of tho cake; niado the ac- 
(piainlance of (ieorge Wilson in Victoria; 
had not known him previously; lahvaj's 
called him Mr. Wilson; don't know if my 
husband ©illed hitn "Charley ;" never told 
any one I had not seen Wilson for six 
years; never said I was forced to lie for 
Payne, that he was a bad man and always 
boat the judges, lawyora and police .whore- 
ever he wont and that I wanted to put a 
certain individual on his guard; or that 
ho gets other people into trouble and^ets 



out himself ; never called Wilson "Char- 
ley" in the prcaeocft^f MrS;._|lAynes. 

To Mr. Drake— ^Vo sat in' this room

Tho Deputy Collector then de 
livered a short aildrcsa, and moved that .i 
coinmittoo of three citi/.oiis be apiiointed 
to draw up resolutions expressive of tint 
grief and sympathj' of the citizens of 
Wrangol. ThjO motion was seconded, and 
Rev. Hall Young, W. .1. Stephens, and 
Oacar Northrop wero cliooon as the com- 
mittee on resolutions. Tho meeting 
then adjourned, after passing a vote vi 
thanks to Rev. Mr. Young.

At latest ad- 
vices they were about returning bettor 
prepared for a longer stay, and woro confi- 
dent of substantiating the fact that good 
paying diggings exists in that region. 
Aa they are both experienced prospectors 
and reliable, cautious men, the probabili- 
ties are that they have underestimated 
the value of this discovery. 

New gravel diggings wore reported on 
Tliibcrt creek. 

The weathur had been extremely cold 
for the time of the year and a great deal 
of ice had formed. It was snapocted that 
the Sliekeen w ould eloso before the men 
coming down could arrive, in which case 
they would liavo great difliculty in tra- 
veling.

Wkanoei., Oct 15)th, 1881. 
To THE Eoitok:— Tho steamship Cali- 
fornia arrived here on the lutli iilt. , and 
is due tu-inurruw from Takou and Sitka, 
and no doubt will be a welcoino .sight to 
all those who intend going to Victoria and 
Portland. There are several parties 
awaiting a steamer and have been here 
for two Weeks. 

Between thirty and forty whito men | 
arrived here on the 10th, also 50 Chinese, | 
intending to connect with the Grapplcr, 
but by somo misunderstanding that 
steamer left on tho morning of tho 7th 
when it was generally underatoodshe would 
not leave beforo the lOtli, thus causing a 
great disappointment. 

Tho news from Cassiar is rather im- 
portant. A new crook has boon reported 
struck on the Deloire river by two well- 
known miners (Charley Walker and Fred 
lilaek), they [jnnionnced the diggings ex- 
tensive and \vill pay, as far aa thoir judg- 
ment ia concerned, about §10 per day to 
tho hand for about 150 men. Weather 
waa \ eiy very cold recently at Oassiar 
a!id the placer mining is closud for the 
season ; the several tunnels will continue 
work during the winter. 

Dease river waa closed for navigation 
about the iL'tli ult,, and the miners who 
left about and after that date wero com- 
pclletl to walk up on tho trail from Syl- 
vester Landing to Thibert Creek, a dis- 
tance of about sixty miles. One man 
came near being lost on Cauoii creek, 
but fortunately two men were convenient 
and rescued him from a watery grave. 

The Stickcjen was almost closed at laat 
accounts, and aonio canoea mado several 
portages on ice. Indiana who left here a 
week ago forGlenora have rotured unable, 
to go through on account of the coldness 
of the sc'ason. 

Takou promi.iea to be a rich mineral 
C(nintry; the placer mines have turned 
out much hotter than was anticipated 
during the early part of the season, nnd 
the quartz lodes aro predicted by mining 
experts to have (|uite;i future. 

The closing of the V. S. bonded 
warehouse here virtually places an ein- 
bargc; on the li(iuor buainess, and prevents 
any steamer fr(nn landing any either in 
transit or for the local trade. 

The U. S. steamer Richard Rush ar- 
rived here from, Kodiao and Sitka. Thero 
was (piite a commotion among tho liquor 
venders. Whisky went from the saloons 
to the woods in double i|uiek time, it be- 
ing generally supposed that the officers of 
the vessel would make n good many 
seizures. Weather has been very beauti- 
ful here nearly all soa.^oii, in fact the 
finest that has been known since early 
Cassiar days. NVe expect aliout 100 more 
men down on the ice by tlie end of the 
month to go down to ^'icturia on the 
Princess, tcjgetlier with tho Grapplcr, 
both being expected in a few days.
